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1. The presenoe of Robert Amory as a student in the current 
Introduction to Communism has served to create a certain amount of 
tenseness on the part of participating staff members, particularly 
since Mr. Amory frequently adopts a listening posture which looks 
suspiciously like sleep. However, in those parts of the program in 
which he has had a particular interest he has been a fairly active 
participant in the discussion. Since both he and Mr. Critchfield 
are in the class as military officers I have solicited their comments 
as to the appropriateness of this course as a two— week active duty 
tour for reserve officers. Critchfield felt that, although it had 
weak spots, it was "adequate." Amory stated that it was "marginal" 
for that purpose, and that he had expected it to be more concerned 
with "operational" aspects of Communist Parties, Since we are pro- 
posing to present Communist Party Org anization and Operations as a 
two— week full course for the first time next December perhaps 

we should encourage the reserve group to enroll some of its officers 
in that as an alternative and as an answer to Amory* s comments.
